This landmark was named during "early 
days" when stages and "Poney Express" ran 
along this route from the East, via Lake Tahoe, 
Echo Summit and into Placerville and the 
California gold mining sections. 

The poplars and apple orchards planted by 
early settlers, add to the natural canyon 
beauties of U. S. Highway along the American 
River.
